Civil Rights 
Under Siege

SAN FRANCISCO - Im what many civil 
Tights activists consider yet another major 
blowtoaffirmativeaction this year,asharply 
divided Stupreme Court ruled June 12 that 
court-approved affirmative 3action sette- 
ments 一 consentdecrees 一 areopentolegal 
challenges by white WOTkers.

JusticeJohnPaulStevens disagreed,andin 
adissenting opinion warned that the ruling

crimination to a never-ending Stream of liti- 
gation and potential liability.” 

Reaction to the Supreme Court's ruling

rector of Chinese for Affirmative Action. 
“The Supreme Courtfully intends to reverse 
the civil rights advances made in thelasttwo 
andahalfdecades.They'rechipping away at 
Previous [Supreme Courtj decisions that 
brought justice to the workplace.” 

Asian Law Caucus attorney Dennis 
Hayashi said he was not Surprised by the 
decision, but was alarmed by “the length to 
Which this court ls willing to goO to reverse 
Previous decisions.…” 

“The courtis notbeing veryhonestintheir 
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approach; they Say these declslons are coOnsSis- 
tent with :past ones，but in fact they are 3 
Teversalofpastdecisionsandarenotconsistent 
with the Spiritof previous civjl rights rulings， 
Hayashisaid.“The SupremeCourtis fulfilling 
the Reagan administration' s agenda.” 

The Supreme Court's decision should have 
litte， iany，impact on Court-approved af- 
firmative action programs for San Francisco's 
fire and police departments, according to civil 
Tights attorney Eva Jefferson Paterson and 
Hayashl who wereinvolvedin the firefighters' 
desegregation agreements. 

Unlikethe Birmingham case wherethe fire- 
fighters did not participate in the discrimina- 
ton lawsuit and its_ settlement, the San Fran- 
cisco police and firefighter's unions were ac- 
tively involved in the original coOuUrt settle- 
ments. The San Francisco police union was 
involvedin al1979 settlementbetween the city 
andagroupofminoritiesand womenwhotfiled 
adiscriminationlawsuitin 1973.Theresulting 
10-year affirmative action plan，which re- 
cently Was approved for an extension, called 
forachange in the police department's hiring 
and promotion practices for women and mi- 
norities. 

The firefighters union; Local 798, was also 
adirectparty in alawsuit filed againstthe city 


bya group of minority and women firefight- 
ers which was settled byaconsent decree last 
June. According to Hayashi, Local 798 con- 
Sistently Opposed the consent decree and 
filed an appeal withthe US Court ofAppeals 
(9 Circuib 9 months ago，claiming the 
decision ls unconstitutional because it dis- 
cnminates against whites. 

The Court of Appeals heard oral argu- 
ments last week,andthe casels still pending，

In another June 12 Supreme Court deci-

Lee Urged the People to let their elected 
officialsknow oftheiroutrageovertheevents 
in China and' to act to“help form world 
opinion'" incondemning “thebrutalkilling of 
students andto stop further bloodshed of the 
true freedom fighters of the world.” 

“We, as Chinese Americans,together with 
the 30 million overseas Chinese around the 
world, are charged with the responsibility of 
keeping the correct version of the history of 
China. Wehave no ideahow long the current 
regime... will stayin power. Itis the duty of 
every single one ofus to tellourchildren,our 
grandchildren，and their grandchildren 站 
thats what it takes, what really happened in 
Tiananmen Square onthe morning ofJune 4， 

1989.” 

Later on, the crowd stood stunned, when 3 
statement, allegedly written by a Chinese 
CommunistParty official who witnessed the 
June 4 Tiananmen massacre, was read. In it， 
the official, who had requested anonymity， 
claimed that he_saw Soldiers Shooting and 
bayonetting men，women and children that 
Inoming afteronlyfiveminutes was given to 
the 19,000 protesters to Vacate the Square.

Organizers of the rally claimed that the 
official came to the Bay Area on govermmnment 
business Shortly after the massacre and told 
his story to sympathetic friends. The official 
has since returned to China. 

The rally ended in a march through 
Oakland Chinatown at 2 pm, accompanied 
bya 10-ft wooden cut-out ofthe “Goddess of 
Democracy,”made at architect Ed Sue's 
offices. 

As testimony to the growing politcal 
power of the estimated 25,000 Chinese 
Americans in Oakland, five out of the eight 
city council members attended the rally， 
Frank Ogawa，Wilson Riles，JTr.，Mary 
Moore, Leo Bazile, and Aleta Cannon， 

Newly appointed Alameda County SuperT- 
Visor Warren Widener whorepresents China- 
town told the crowd that he was presenting a 
Tesolution June 20 to the board in Support of 
the Chinese students. 

Attendeesattherallyrepresented nearly all 
Segments of Chinese: Americans, from first 
generation immigrants to third and fourth 
generation young people, from those holding 
Signs identifying themselves as democratic 
SOcialists to Supporters of the conservative 
Nationalist govermment in Taiwan.

Chinese Children' s 
Chorus Hits The Road

SAN FRANCISCO - The golden 
Voices of Bay Area children will light up 
concert halls in Hong Kong, Singapore 
andTaiwan this summer, from June29to 
July 23. 

The annual concerttour ofthe Chinese 
Children's Chorus will include two per- 
formances in Taiwan, four in Singapore 
and two in Hong Kong.

On May 4, 3,000 Peking students led a 
demonstration protesting the Allies deci- 
Sion at the Paris Peace Conference to 
award Japan all German privjleges and 
concesslons in the Shantung Peninsula. 
Police arrested more than 30. The students 
then called for a student Strike， By early 
June，demonstrations and Strikes also 
Spread to other major cities. This nation- 
wide protest forced the Chinese govern- 
ment to desist from Signing the Versailles 
Treaty and also to remove 3 pro-Japanese 
officials. 


May 30, 192S 

On May 30, Shanghai students demon- 
strated in SUDpOrt of strikers at Japanese- 
ownedtextle maillsin ShanghaiandTsing- 
tao， Many were arrested by pollice in 
Shanghal's International Settlement， 
When the demonstrators demanded their 
TIelease the police opened fire, killing 13. 
Cores Were arrested，Students，workers 
and Shopkeepers then launched a month 
long general Strike， The protests and 
clashes also Spread to other major cities. 
On June 19,，ageneral strike was called in 
Hong Kong.， On June 23，British and 
French troops Opened fire on demonstra- 
tors SuUDpOorting the Hong Kong Strike 3s 
they passed the foreign concession at 
Shameenin Canton,killing S2and wound- 
ing more than 170. 

Dec. 9 and 16, 1935 

On Dec. 9, more than 6000 Peking stu- 
dents defying a_ government ban demon- 
strated against the establishment of a pro- 
Japaneselocal governmentin North China 
anddemanded that thecentral government 
Stop the Chinese civjl war. USing Swords， 
clubs and waterhoses,police injured more 
than ahundred and arrested more than 30， 
| The schools then went on Strike，On Dec， 
16, as the pro-Japanese government was 
abouttobe inaugurated, 1$,000braved the 
police to demonstrate again. Almost 400 
were Wured and 20 arrested; however the 
Inauguraton ceremony was postponed. 
The movement Spread to other major cit- 
jes, where demonstrabons and clashesalso 
OCCUrTred， 


May 20, 1947 

On May 17, Peking and Tientsin stu- 
dents called strikes to protest widespread 
hunger (the Standard of living for students 
andintellectuals had deteriorated Seriously 
due to runaway inflation)，cCivil war and 
political repression， 

On May 20, 7000 students marched in 
protestin Peking starting from Peking Uni- 
verSity， The Same day, in Nanking, 6000 
demonstrators from 16 Schools were Set 
upon bypolice with clubs, iron bars, whips 
and waterhoses. Morethanahundred were 
injured，19 severely; 28 were arrested， 
Similar Clashes occurred in other cities， 
Three were killed in Wuhan. The govern- 
ment arrested thousands of Students in an 
attempttosuppressthedemonstratlions,but 
the movementspreadto more than 60 cities 
and lasted nearly a month，It marked the 
beginning of the end for the Nationalist 
government which hadlosttheconfidence 
of the intellectuals. 

Communists played active roles in all 
these key events in modern Chinese his- 
tory、 Mao Zedong and Zhou Enlai partici- 
patedintheMay4 Movementin Hunanand 
Tientsin respectively。Liu Shaoqi organ- 
lzed worker Strikes in Shanghai after the 
May 30 Shooting，Many of the current 
aging communist bureaucrats circles were 
once prominentDlanners and leadersin the 
demonstrations against the Nationalist 
regime of the thirties and forties， 

LI Should be noted that the June 3 mas- 
SacreatTiananmen Square farexceeds any 
of the above confrontations both in the 
numbers _ involved and in the numbers 
killed and injured; nor had the army been 
called in to use armored carriers anid tanks 
against unarmed civilians on any previous 
Ooccaslion. The only comparable event was 
the Feb. 28，1947 affair when people in 
Taiwan arose inrebellion againsttheKMT 
govermment and were Crushed by troops. 
Approximately 20,000 were killed and 
even more arrestecd，The principal differ- 
ence wasthatsome ofthe Taiwaneserebels 
were armed while the multitude at Tian- 
anmen were unarmed civilians demon- 
Strating peacefully.

Afamous female writerin China, DaiQing, withdrew from the Chinese CommunistParty 
because of the crackdown on the Students. SheisthefirsLintellectualin Beijing whohasdared 
to openly disagree with the government after the massacre, She is alsoarepresentativetothe 
National Women's Congress and a reporter for CUansmzin8 Daily, a leading newspaper iT 
China. 

Two newspapers in Hong 天 ong, 多 en Wei Po and Ta-Kuwne-Pao, long considered the

There were Several funeral 
wreaths, a table with bowls of fruit, two tall 
candlesticks with lit candles and an icense 
bowl. Speeches were Imade.， Dignitaries， 
wearing boutonnieres of _ white carnations 
with blue ribbons and black armbands， 
bowed ceremoniously.， Buddhist monks 
chanted. Chinese movie actress Lee Ming 
Chen and Student Chang Quing Cao spoke 
with anger and Sadness over the events in 
China. People cried as horrible massacre Sto- 
ries were told. One elderly lady tore her Chi- 
nesepassporttopiecesas Shecriedwithanger 
and denounced the leaders of China. The red 
PRC flag was burned.
